10 per cent in merinos on the 
first day at Sydney was some- 
what larger than = expected. 
Merino wools used chiefly for 
the manufacture of worsted cloth 
comprise about 07 per cent of 
Austraolin's total production, The 
remainder being chiefly cross 
bred wools.

BUYERS CAUTIOUS 


The sharp fall in merino 
prices on the opening day made 
buyers extremely cautiour 
durmg jhe succeeding days’ sales 
at Sydney and Adelaide and by 
the end of the week, prices had 
fallen by a further two and a 
half per cent. Today at Bris- 
bane, however, the murket 
appeared steadier. 


Wool traders know from past 
experience that the price trend 
during the carly days of the 
new scason rarely gives 2 truce 
Indication of the price level over 
the season as a whole.
